At present, most American 
businéss meno are continilnye 
with thelr China importa despite 
high prices and unstable mar 
kets. They are cautions — be- 
cause they fear that their con- 
tracts with Chinese exporters 
may not be fulfilled, ‘This is 
partly attributed 'to aicerlain- 
ties on the part of, Chinese 
merchants. in obtaining the pro- 
ducta required or ordered and 
partly to such drawbacks ns 
disrupted transportation facili- 
ties in moving goods to Chinese 
ports for shipment, They are 
impntient because conditions in 
China hamper Chinese traders 
which in turn hamstring Ameri- 
can import business. ‘Shey re- 
fer particularly to the Chinese 
Government trade controls. 


Demand Declines 


Throughout the survey, the 
point was brought home tim 
and again by American traders 
that, firstly, high prices in China 
in turn affect selling prives here 
and ax a result, demand for'some 
Chinese ydoda has. ‘suffered 1 
rerlougs decline.
